of Assault—Analysis of 


the Vote. 


WASIIINCTO.V, July 20.—Tbo confer- 


ence report OD tlio tariff bill was adopted 
by the house shortly after midnight by 
n vote of 185 to 118 and at noon today 
the report will go to the senate for ac- 
tion there. This eclipses all previoua 
records. The. zeanU was accomplished 
alter twelve hours continuous debate. 
But two speeches were made by the Re- 
publicans, one by Mr. Dingley, in open- 
ing the debate, and by Mr. Payne of 
New York in closing it. The Democrats 
were thus forced to put forth speaker 
after speaker, but their bombardment 
of the Republican position was unan- 
swered. In all, ten Democratic and one 
Populist epeecbea were made. Messrs. 
Wheeler of Alabama, Swanaon of Vir- 
ginia, Bell of Texas, Lanbam of Texas, 
Kelly of North Dakota, Fleming of 
Georgia, Handy of Delaware, McDowell 
•of Ohio, Perry of Kentucky, Uailey of 
Texas and MoMillln of Tenneieee being 
the speakers. 
The sugar schedule was the mam 


point ot assault, bat the most interest- 
ing feature of the debate occurred when 
Mr. Uailey and Mr. McMiliin, the two 
rival Democratic loaders, crosaed swords 
on thu quuation of orthodoxy of the free 
raw material doctrine, the former oji 
posing and the luttur championing it. 


The naileries were crowded up to the 


tiiuo tho vote waa taken, many dis- 
tinguished people being present. Among 
tlium were mmiy senators, irmny mem- 
bers of the cabinet and n few mem bora

Mr. Wheelor, Democrat of Alahatna, 


opened the debate for the Democrats, 
criticising tho bill as the most vicious 
and burdensome ever imposed on tho 
American people.

early in tho day.

The Republicans atill pursued the 


tactics they had adopted during the 
day session. None of them claimed the 
floor and tho minority wiia compelled to 
put forward their speakers. 


Mr. Bailey, the Democratic lender 


who had been, reserving hia speech for 
the close, took the Hour, lie made a 
carefully' prepared argument, t dealing 
inore with the general principals in- 
volved than with details. Time and 
again in the progress of his remarks, the 
Democrats wore aroused by hia elo-, 
qiience to a high pitch of enthusiasm, i 
Just before the close of Mr. Bailey'e re- 
marks the moat sensational incident of 
the debate occurred. lie had been as- 
sailing the doctrine of free raw mate- 
rials as a comparative innovation in the 
Democratic creed. In order to demoo- 
etrate that it waa a product of Oleve- 
landiain, he aent to the clerk's deak and 
had read an extract from a newspaper 
commenting on the fact that in the

"The season in which the mines canbe 


worked ie from May 10th to Septembe: 
15th, and during that time tbe weather 
closely resembles the weather in this 
locality, but during tbe balance of the 
year it is impossible to work the mines 
unless they are operated underneath 
the covering of a house. 


"Tbe cost of living may be eafely 


estimated at $5 per day, and those who 
RO north must figure on that basis. 
There is good game to bo had in the 
form of reindeer, moose and mountain 
sheep during tbe winter, but outside oi 
this form of food all other supplies must 
be imported." 


SKATTI.K, Wash.. July Ml.—Hon. C. H. 


Mclutoah, governor of the northwest 
territory in which is included thu far 
famed Clondyke district, is in Seattle, 
beinpr enroute to lleRina, tbu capital of 
hie wealth laden kingdom, 


The governor, like many oilier reput- 


able men, freely subscribes to tbe truth- 
fulness of the stories sent out as to the 
richness of the new diggings. In truth, 
tbe governor ie on euttiueiaet over tbe 
wealth producmu paa'iblliliea of Britieh 
Yukon. 
•'I consider the British Yukon gold 


field the richest ever trod by man," 
Governor Mclntosh observed this after- 
noon. "It ie H groat treasure—£old has 
been accumulating lor 
hundreds 
of 


yoara. Indeed, tho gold supply is prac- 
tically inexhaustible. -Tnere are hun- 
dreds of rich rivere and creeke. Clou- 
dyko ie only one of them." 


The governor estimates that tbe Clon- 


ilyke and ite tributaries yielded over 
$3,000,000 in gold last winter. Of this 
amount he flays 12,000,000 and upwards 
cbine out via tbe steamships Portland 
and Excelsior. More than a million 
dollarb io duet, he aays, is now stored 
away in the cnbine of mi n ere along the 
creeks being developed. 


"The British Yukon yield of gold for 


18!'"," the governor resumed, "will not 
bo leas than $10,000,000. Of course in 
this, as was the caee with tbe Caseiar 
and Cariboo countriee, it is not possible 
to keep a record of what ie taken out, but 
1 am convinced that 1 am not placing 
the amount too high. 


"I placed the gold and silver yield ol 


the Uoesland and Kootenai districts for 
18S17 at $7,000,01)0 and I have semi- 
otficial information to tbe effect that will 
be very near the exact figures, all of 
which to my mind is ample evidence 
that within five years these dietricts 
will be producing more gold than either 
Colorado, California or Bouth Africa." 


Governor Mclatoah says Buryeyora 


are now at work trying to ascertain the 
feasibility of thi construction of a rail- 
road into" the Yukon. One route con- 
templates a line of steamers from Fort 
Wrangle up tbe Stikeeu river, which is 
open for navigation to both countries to 
Telegraph Creek, there to connect with 
a railway running to Teslin lake.
